LOST CONFIDENCE 


Politics in Old Country Warming up 
— Campbell. Bannerman Govern- 
ment Mas Big Majority But it is 
Difficult to Handle—Unionists 
Elated Over Recent Successes, 


—_—— 


London, Feb. 5-—-There is every in- 
@ication that the present seasion will 
Witness a more active struggle between 
government and opposition forces than 
any since the closing days of the Bal- 
four administration, The Conserva- 
tives come back elated by their recent 
by-election.. successes, particularly 
those of Mid-Devon and Hereford, 
Where the contests turned almost en- 
tirely on the fiscal question, With the 
exception of a scattering Cobdenite 
section led by Lord Cromer and voic 
ed by the Spectatur, the Unioniat 
party is now practically united in sup 
ponents the battle of the session 
oy an enrnest propaganda in the pro 
vinces in anticipation of an early dis- 
solution,, when this question is almost 
certain to overshadow all else, Irre- 
concilable tree trade members of the 
‘party have practically been served 
with notice to quit, and possibly they 
will be driven into the Liberal fold. 

The Premier and the Lords. 

It was apparent today that Si: 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman had been 
much benefitted by his visit to the 
south of France, and from recent an- 
nouncements there appears little like- 
lihood of his abandoning to Mr. As- 
quith the leadership in the Commons 
for a dignified retirement to the Upper 
House. Such was likely at one time, 
but since the direct challenge flung 
the House of Lords by the government 
such as been out of tha question. So 
far the country at large seems to take 
this matter quietly enough, popular 
feeling being in favor of an efficient 
check on hasty or ill-considered legis 
lation by the Commoners. 

Majority Still Intact. 

Behind the premier is the vast ma- | 
jority of just two years ago, still in- | 
tact though at times unwieldy and | 
even chaotic. Notwithstanding receni 
Unionist successes their numbers eti!! | 
fall short of a quarter of the entir 
representation, while the government 
has a working majority over the op- 
position, the Irish Nationalists and 
the extreme labor members combined 
were such a combination poseible, At | 
the same time Mr. Balfour’s following 
return from the recess greatly heart 
ened and prepared to carry the war 
vigorously into the enemy's country 
while signs are not lacking that thr 
government will be  cdénsiderably 
hampered by the demands of the Soe- 
jalist wing of the Labor party and th« 
uncompromising attitude of the Na- 
tionalists under the leadership of Mr. 
Redinond, 

Laborites and Socialism. 

Indications are that the Socialis: 
propaganda is gaining headway among 
the Laborites, who are now represent- 
ed-by about a hundred mem bers and 
look to make greatly increased gain 
at the next election. Undoubtedly the 
outstanding feature of the election o! 
the winter of 1906 was the success of 
the Labor candidates, surpassing thr 
most sanguine hopes of their leaders, 
and resulting in the most democratic 
House of Commons known to history. 
So far Sir Campbell-Bannerman. ha. 
succeeded fda two sessions in putting 
off the reckoning, though both the gov- 
ernment and the opposition is com- 
mitted to the principle of old age pen 
tiond. Now, however, it is clear that | 
this powerlul radical section will in- 
sist on the carrying out of pledge. 
mage in the first flush of victory,along 
the lines of social reform. The gov- 
ernment is pledged to bring in a min- 
ers’ eight hour bill, pit mouth t 
mouth, and will probably attempt a 
considerable widening of the franchise. 
Other drastic government legislation 
will be along the lines of local option, 
by cancelling without compensation 
the licenses of all ‘‘tied houses,’ leay 
ing their renewal to the discretion of 
the local authority. This will be bit- 
terly contested by the Unionists, who 
anticipate a very considerable support 
both trom the Labor members and the 
Nationalists, while the brewing and 
liquor interests rely in the last inst- 
ance on such a bill being thrown out 
by the Lords, 

Financial Difficulties. 

One of the greatest difficulties the 
government has to meet is to find ad- 
ditional revenues for wuch social re- 
forms us old age pensions at a time 
when the chancellor of the exchequer 
is finding it exceedingly difficult to 
make both ends meet notwithstand- 
ing a considerable reduction in ‘the 
credits of naval and military defense. 
The Laborites demand ten millions a: 
# nucleus for the pension fund, while 
large sums ate engaged on behalf of 
technical education, housing the poor, 
and other social reform, The income 
tax is still maintained at a war level, 
and signs are not lacking that its elas- 
ticity is nearly exhausted, being se 
verely affected by the extravagances 
und heavy demands of municipalities, 
and much the same applies to the 
death duties, While the area of direct 
taxation ix already fully cultivated, 
that of indirect taxation cannot be en- 
larged by reason of the free trade 
pledges of the administration, with the 
possible exception of a heavier ex- 
cise on malt liquors, which would be 
fur from popular with the working 
classes. Altogether it looks as if Mr 
Asquith will have considerable difti- 
culty in bringing down a budget which 
shall be at onee popular and econom- 
jeal, 


The First Line of Defence,

lenged since the days of Nelson, The 


licy and wisdom of the first sea 
ord, Bir John Fisher, is being bitter- 
ly attacked, and the question of an 
adequate navy, more big battleships, 
and a proportionate amount of fast 
cruisers, is likely to take up a lot of 
the time of the present session.

Expected by American Colony After 
Term of Office Expires. 


London, Feb, 5.—There is every pto- 
bability that President Roosevelt wil:

country for years past, but, of course, 
this was impossible so long as the 
reins of office were in his hands. 
The last former president of the 
United States to visit this country was 
General Grant, when a semi-official 
welcome was accorded him. It is 
understood, however, that nothing o: 
this nature will take place on this 
occasion, the visit being. regarded as 
purely a private one. :

Street Quarre! Between Count Boni and 
Prince De Sagan Ventilated. 
Paris, Feb. 5.—The famed street en 
counter between Count Boni Castellane 
and the Prince de Sagan reached the 
courts yesterday. The prince this morn- 
ing from the blows aimed at him and 
the fact that the Count spat in his face 
sued Boni and his brother Jean for 
twenty cents damages, His greater grie- 
vance ,however, was that the count re- 
fused fo meet him on the field of honor. 
The court room was crowded with mem- 
bers of the aristocracy and well dressed 
persons of all sorts when the case was 
called. Boni was first called to the stand 
and testified that he struck de Sagan 
who fell into the gutter. “As Sagan lay 
in the gutter and refused to move,” sail 
witness, “I didn’t know what to do, so 
PT leteshim™ there’ Bont’ also” admitted 
that he spit in his face and claimed that 
he had. not seconds to his consin to ar- 
range a duel e& he knew the lrinee could 
not find anybody who would be willing 
to represent him on the field of honor, 
Numerous street urchins, shop keepers 
and other witnesses were called on the 
stand. They described the Prince de 
Sagan.as he lay in the gutter cryinz 
for help as the Count Boni struck and 
kicked him. One of these common people 
as they were termed, a barber by trade, 
summed up his ideas of the battle and 
the fighting qualities of the count in 
one sentence, “The little bald man 
fought fiercely like a sparrow.” The 
charges against Count Jean de Castellane 
were dismissed but the court withheld 
decision on the accusations against Boni 

for a week.

REGINA MILL BURNED. 
Building and Machinery Destroyed—Loss 
Placed at $23,000. 

Regina, Sask., Feb. 5.—The Regina 
Roller Flour mill, owned by A. T. Hun- 
ter and C. F. Smith was totally destroy- 
ed by fire.

60 YEARS THE CAPITAL. 


COMMISSION DOES 
A VALUABLE WORK 


Centre Half Century Ago. 


\ 

Ottawa, Feb. ‘.-Fifty years ago last 
week, the late Queen Victoria officially 
named Ottawa as the site of the capita 
of the future confederated provinces of 
British North America, During the ses- 
sion of the Parliament of Upper anc 
Lower Canada in 1850, the decision of her 
majesty in the selection of Ottawa war 
brought before the House of Assembly 
and ratified after a very acrimoniow 
and stormy debate by the small majority 
of five. 

The arrangement was more of a com 
promise, as Toronto, Kingston and Que 
bec had many strong and eloquent ad 
vocates favoring their claims to the hon 
or over Bytown, or as it was then deris 
ively termed, “a villige of lumber shan 
ties." 

The people of ‘' ntreal made litth 
effort to have the .ivil service brigad 
become residents, hut lent all their in 
fluence to Quebec, as being in a safe 
position than either Toronto or Kingston 
in onse of an enemy's invasion. 

The Queen was requested to act a 
arbitrator, Of course, the announcement 
that the ramshackle shantytown hac 
carried off the prize did not for the mo 
ment please or commend itself to the ad 
vocates of the other places already men 
tioned, and for a time there was a lo 
of tall talk and growling from sore heac 
tradesmen and others. 

In the summer of 1857 Quebec ha 
made a strong move to be named th 
capital, and prepared and sent a mag 
nificent address to her majesty. Th 
city’s strength as a military and stra 
tegic position, the unrivaled scener 
and beauty of the surrounding country 
and that as early as 1672 the great Coun 
de Frontenac “had declared that no cit: 
had a finer site and that Quebec mus 
eventually become the capital of a gréa‘ 
empire” were graphically reviewed, Th 
address went on to say that “for 2% 
years this city had in fact heen the cap 
ital of the country and had only cease: 
to be so in a period of political convul 
sion,” the cause or occasion for whicl 
had heen removed. 

The burning of the Parliament build 
ings in Montreal, April 25, 1849, and th 
riots and mobbing of Earl Elgin, gover 
nor-general over the signing of the re 
bellion losses bill, had put Montreal or 
the black list forever, and the decisior 
of the gracious sovereign was accepter 
most loyally hy every good citizen o 
that town, 

The Tache-Macdonald administratior 
was in power at that time and kept th 
secret of the decision very close for poli 
tical and other good reasons. The lan 
speculator and “grafter’’ was to the for 
then as today and the two great states 
men were trying all they knew how t 
put a brake on this fraternity, but a 
the old proverb says: ‘There's many + 
slip twixt the cup and the lip,”’ and th 
state secret slowly leaked out, during 
the winter of 1857. It appears frop 
newspapers of that period, that sam: 
member of the cabinet stated that Otta 
wa was the choice.”

Dr, James, Mills, of the Dominion 
Railway Commission, Tells of La- 
bors of the Board—Address Before 
Ottawa Canadian Club. 


Ottawa, Feb. 6—-Dr. James Mills, of 
the board of railway commissioners, 
addressed the Canadian club on the 
ronstitution, juriediction, and work cf 
hat body. 

In comparing the Canadian board 
with the commission of the United 
States and the English railway and 
‘anals commission, Dr, Mills drew) 
Attention to the fact that there are no! 
‘ailway experts on the American body. } 
Chairman Knapp, of the interstate 
commerce commission, he explained, 
iad never favored the appointment of 
xperts of any kind as members of 
the commission. He wanted men of 
1 different type. Mr. Knapp’s view 
was that experts could be employed 
© give the commissioners the benefit 
of their advice. “My own opinion,” 
wid Dr. Mills, “is that a man should 
10t be excluded from a railway com- 
nission because he happens to be an 
expert,provided above everything else, 
1¢ is clearly and maniiestly a man 
without bias.”’ }

It has 
lone what it fairly and reasonably | 
ould, in direeting the attention of} 
he attorney general to cases which | 
eem to call for careful consideration 
ind possible action, with a view of

aken in a considerable number of 
vases, but with very meagre results; 
vecause, under the present conditions, 
he public mind, as represented by 
he average jury, seems strongly op-| 
vosed to the punishment of men for 
1egligence or recklessness in the man 
gement of railway yards, the hand- 
ing of cars of running of trains even 
when the results are fatal, Offenses 
nust be wholly inexcusable and the 
vidence most clear and convincing.

DOWNFALL OF A.A.U. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 5. -— Philadelphia 
has taken the initiative in forming an 
organization whose purpose is the down- 
fall of the Amateur Athletic Union. At 
a meeting held last week the National 
Protective Athletic Association was form- 
ed. The clubs that set the ball a-rolling 
were the Caledonian, the Knights of Py- 
thias, the Foresters, the Red Men, the 
Stroud Wheelmen the Philadelphia Pro- 
fessions, the Washington Park Athletic 
Association and the Central, 

The object of the new organization 
will be to foster and encourage both 
professional and amateur athletic and 
outdoor sports. No effort will be made 
to control either sport, but it is the {n- 
tention of the new organization to make 
ever) effort to put professional athletics 
on a higher plane and try to have all 
the organizations in this vicinity who 
are in the habit of holding outdoor ev- 
ents to offer every inducement possible 
for the competition of the best profes- 
sionals in the various branches of sport. 

It is also the object of the new or- 
ganization to do away with anything 
savoring of graft in the granting of 
sanctions and the collection of regis- 
tration fees for amateur athletic events 
from amateur athletes. No fees of any 
kind will be assessed or collected from 
associations desiring sanctions from the 
new organization for running amateur 
athletic events, and no registration fees 
will be asked from any amateur athletes 
desiring to compete in events promoted 
by organizations composing the new ath- 
letic body. 

No attempt was made at the meeting 
to form a permanent organization, ow- 
ing to the fact that delegates from sever- 
al leading bodies had sent word that they 
could not be present, but would be on 
hand at the next meeting, when a com- 
mittce will be appointed to draft a con- 
stitution and by-laws. R. H. Kain acted 
ax temporary chairman, and Theodore F. 
Payne, of the Knights of Pythias, as 
temporary secretary, 

Addresses were mace by Arthur Duffey 
former amateur champion sprinter of 
th» world, who praised the objects of the 
new organization, and said that the need 
of such an association was apparent, not 
only in the city, but throughout the en- 
tire country. Mr. Duffey was later ap- 
pointed a travelling representative of 
the association, and will act as organizer 
for the purpose of getting athletic asso- 
ciations and promoters in other cities, 
expecially in New York and Boston, to 
affiliate with the new body. 

James Curran, the Seotch champion 
runner, also made a short and interest- 
ing address, in which he said that the 
formation of such an organization in this 
country would be the means of inducing 
the best profssional and amateur ath- 
letes in Great Britain to visit America, 
as he knew of a number of such men 
who were anxious to come here if there 
were any prospects of contests awaiting 
them.

Hon, Mr, Rutherford, premier of 
the province and minister of educa- 
tion, rising to apeak on the resolu. 
tion, thanked Mr, Robertaon for 
bringing the matter before the House.

It further stipulates that this «hall 
be ordered in every school receiving 
a grant from the government—which 
would mean that no government grant 
should be paid any district which did 
not carry out this ruling. That gives 
rise to possible penalties for neglect 
of the statute, and altogether, said 
the premie?, implies an outlook on 
affairs with which the government 
could not concur, 

Legislation in this respect should 
be to make the training in patriotism 
voluntary and not cvercive, “In any 
event,” said the premier, “the echool 
flag will be found flying over many 
of the schools in the province, In
